- The electricity 
contract was made in 1928, and it bound 
the Singapore Tramway Company to de- 
liver to the Commissioners: all the power

They 
sought for relief in the local courts, but 
digi not succeed, and they then appealed | 
to the Privy Council.

“IMPROVING , COTTON: IN, 
: CHINA. 


A TYPICAL “MEETING WITH 
‘UP-COUNTRY FARMERS. 


Forestry Notes issued by the University 
-of Nanking,’ a description is given of one 
of the meetings ‘held from time to time 
with the object of improving the cotton 
grown in the country. The report says: 

The following paragraph is taken from 
a letter received’ from. Mr, Chen Yen 
Shan ‘and Mr. Chow Ming I of the De, 
partment of Extension, describing their 
experiences at Wukiang, Anhui, while on 
an extension field trip, It answers in 
a very positive way the question so often 
asked, ‘Do tha,.farmers respond ..to 
better things? The College is maintain- 
ing a one half day rural school emphasi- 
zing school garden and. nursery work, and 
‘a cotton demonstration furm at - this 
place. .The Mr. Li referred: ta is a pros. 
duct of our one year course in, agricul- 
ture. In addition to his teaching, he con- 
ducts an evening course in popular educ- 
lation with the 1,000. character lessans. 
On Sunday, he conducts a Sunday Schoo! | 
and sometimes preaches. * His first pro-" 
blem was to gain the confidence ‘of the 
farmers.) How well he has succeeded is 
indicated herewith. 

At Wukiang (Anbui),. Mr. Li had’ 
‘prepared well for the meeting. The door 
Was beantifully decorated with: a cedar 
arch, paper Howers, big sign for the 
exhibition and the national ‘flag flying. 
Tho next morning: we arrnnged ex: 
hibit material in the schoo! room and 
were rendy by ten o'clock, Many people 

assing, here came in-to see our exnibas. 

We ta ked to them ond asked.them to 
come agains in the afternoon at two’ 
o’cleck, “tn ithe Morning we ‘ reecived 
various lots of cotton’ from the farmers} 
and ‘arranged it aij in exhibit order. We' 
put the names, places, amount of land, 
Amount of cotton harvested, ‘and the 
total money obtained, on the: bag uf each 
farmer. 

“In the afternoon we started our 
mecting at two o’clock. Both farmers 
and farm ladies, merchants and merchant 
ladies, gentry and gentry ladies, were 
present. We rang the bell to call the 
meeting to order! Then 1 went up to 
the platform to announce the purpose of 
the meeting. Mr. Li told his experience 
with the farmers inthe beginning and 
their attitude toward him now. He made 
them al! laugh and dgain sorry for their 
ignorance. He also: told the result of 
our cotton and ofall farmers’eotton in 
the exhibit bags. He also chose four 
farmers to come to the platform:to bear 
witness and ‘asked them to tell the, audi. 
ence about their good harvest. better 
cotton and more money reecived. 

“They believe in uy now and want to 
grow more cotton next year, We had our 
movie in the afternoon ‘instead of in the 
evening, because Wukiang is also under 
martin!
